A Strikin g Con trast 


It is natural that after all the 
contro­ 
v ersy ov er the Montgomery Ward ca^o the 


gov ernment's dealing with strik es in war 
industries should now be 
followed 
with 
closer attention. It might be interesting, 
then, to compare procedure in the 
Ward 
case with that in the recent strik e of 
De­ 
troit foremen. 
Atty. Den. Biddie, in his Ward case a r­ 
gument, echoed the President’s 
assertion 
that Ward’s was engaged in 
war 
work . 
(In a later dispute 
inv olv ing a 
similar 
firm. the Chicago 
district 
War 
Labor 
Board ruled that the “Sears 
Roebuck A 
Co. mail order house in Minneapolis should 
not be classed as essential to the war 
ef­ 
fort.” ) Mr. Biddie stated that ‘‘after the 
machinery of the WLB is flouted by either 
employes or employer, the President must 
support the order of the board.” 
There is no need 
to rehash the 
Ward 
case. A recourse to orderly court 
proce­ 
dure by either party probably would hav e 
av oided the whole thing. Yet both 
sides 
were impatient. One day after the 13-day 
Ward strik e had ended, the attorney gen­ 
eral and an assistant to the secretary of 
commerce mov ed in on the 
P resident» 
order, with soldiers and G-men. 
Now consider the foremen’s strik e. That 
was 20 days old when it ended. It began 
b e a tu s the 
National 
Labor 
Relations 
Board refused to order employers to bar­ 
gain with the foremen. The 
WLB 
had 
twice ordered the foremen back to work . 
Their president, Robert H. Keys, told the 
national WLB that “We do not relish this 
strik e. We do not think it right from a pa­ 
triotic standpoint, but frank ly we cannot 
blame anyone but the gov ernment. . 
Was that not “flouting the WLB 
ma­ 
chinery,” according to Mr. Biddle’s defi­ 
nition? But there were no 
presidential 
orders. No soldiers rev ersed the Ward pro­ 
cedure and carried the foremen back into 
their 
plants. Instead, 
WLB 
Chairman 
William H. Dav is talk ed to Mr. Keys lik e a 
patient Dutch uncle: “You can t win. If you 
insist on going on, the strik e will be brok ­ 
en.” 
A WLB labor member promised that his 
group would assume the responsibility of 
seeing to it that the employers would rec­ 
ognize the foremen’s bargaining rights as 
against the NLRB ruling. 
That did not mov e 
the strik ers. 
They 
did not return until Gen. Arnold, chief of 
Army Air Forces, 
told them that 
their 
strik e had a l r e a d y cost 250 fighter planes 
on the ev e of our most critical military op­ 
eration. 
The foremen’s strik e is not the only re­ 
cent one in defiance of WLB 
orders. We 
simply offer its brief history, in contrast 
to the Ward affair, as ev idence that the 
gov ernment’s standard of penalties is too 
often inconsistent with the emergencies.

“ His fatal errors began in the spring of 
1940,” says Mr. 
W erner, “when he 
was 
outwardly at the peak of his power. Why 
did he not inv ade England? By failing to, 
he prolonged the war. It is remark able that 
he had no plan for its termination. He was 
surprised by the continuation of this war. 
He expected England would mak e peace. 
He had wanted an alliance with England, 
or at least an agreement. As he wrote in 
Mein Kampf, i f we look about us for E ur­ 
opean Allies, there remain only two states, 
England and Italy/ 
“Finding England against him 
though 
left alone after the fall of France. Hitler 
wav ered. I believ e that 
something 
more 
subtle than the obstacle of the 
Channel 
handicapped him. I believ e that, deep down 
in his conscience, he dared not attempt to 
deliv er a decisiv e blow against England. He 
had toward England an inferiority 
com­ 
plex of a waiter in front of a lord. Inhibited 
inwardly, the bold aggressor lost his tempo 
in the summer of 1940, satisfying himself 
with the air blitz and U-boat attack s. Hit­ 
ler’s hesitant attitude took hold of his gen­ 
erals. too. For the inv asion of England re­ 
quired improv isation and they were unable 
to improv ise. They had not foreseen this 
type of operation. The professional 
nar­ 
row mindedness of the German 
generals 
had disastrous consequences.” 
The moral apparently is that a leader of 
a nation should find some means 
of suc- 
cessfully eradicating his inferiority com­ 
plex before attem pting to conquer 
the 
world. It reduces warfare in the last an­ 
alysis to a m atter of personal psychology, 
but there might be something to that theory 
in nations ruled bv dictators.

The outstanding achiev ement in 
the pre-natal care of expectant 
m othe r s is the r e d u c tion in 
eclamps.a. 
This statement which may come 
as a surprise ev en u* physician*, 
needs some explanation for the 
layman. 
First, let us examine tho phrase 
“pre-natal care.” This represents

I think , in itself the greatest ad­ 
v ance in obstetrics in our time. 
I can remember in my career as 
an obstetrician, which was at its 
zenith about thirty years ago, that 
two-thiras of the time the patient 
was presented for consultation 
about a week or two week s, or at 
most a month, before the expected 
ev ent was to happen. 
Now she is educated to consult 
the doctor at the fir~t suspicion 
of pregnancy and is examined 
ev ery two week s, or at least ev ery 
month. The examination consists 
at the minimum o f weighing her, 
tak ing her blood pressure and ex­ 
amining the urine. 
At some time 
the diameters of the pelv is are 
measured and the approximate 
size of the child determined. The 
Xray has been a help. 
The fact 
that in tho recent quadruplet birth 
in New York the Xray had shown 
the doctor ti.at he could expect 
four babies was in itself a triumph 
for pre-natal care. 


Meaning o f Eclampsia 


Second, to explain what is meant 
by eclampsia.

state closely resembling eclampsia 
superv enes. 
Eclampsia at its worst causes 
conv ulsions, 
dropsy and v isual 
disturbances going on sometimes 
to blindness. 
The earliest signs 
are headache, nausea and dimness 
rf v ision, and inv ariably the whole 
picture is predicted by a rise in 
blood pressure and the finding of 
albumin in the urine. 
It is a condition that arises in 
the last twenty-four week s of 
pregnancy 
always 
and 
while 
monthly v isits to the doctor are 
sufficient before the first part of 
pregnancy, week ly v isits for ex­ 
amination are adv isable in the last 
trimester. 
To show how the univ ersal ob­ 
serv ation of pre-natal care pre­ 
v ents the dev elopment of eclamp­ 
sia, in one of our large Univ ersity 
Hospitals the records show that 
in 236 consecutiv e patients ad­ 
mitted prior to 1934, eclampsia 
wa* present on admission 84 times, 
while in a period after DMO in 
135 patients it was present in 33. 
The proportion here noted is v ery 
high, but should not frighten a 
prospectiv e mother, because this 
hospital is a consultant institution 
and is set up to carr for the com­ 
plications and unusual cases. 
In tho same hospital it is re­ 
ported that prior to 1934, fiv e per 
cent of obstetric patients were ad­ 
mitted with significant elev ations 
of blood pressure, while since 19 IO 
this group constituted six and one- 
half per cent. This can only mean 
that the medical profession is ex­ 
amining more women as 
a routine 
and sending the suspicious cases 
in early for treatment. 
When a wniran is found in this 
pre-edamptie state, proper treat­ 
ment is almost always able to pre­ 
v ent 
the 
dev elopment 
of 
full 
eclampsia. 
What this treatm ent is must be 
under the direction of the attend­ 
ing doctor. 
Sufficient to say it 
consists in general in bcd-rest, a 
diet which will tak e the load off 
the k idneys and sedation for the 
blood pressure. The baby can us­ 
ually be sav ed.

packages very securely and tying 
them with st long cord to insure 
the packages reaching their des­ 
tination in good condition, 
The postmaster of N ew York 
X. Y . reports the receipt each 
week 
of several thousand par­ 
cels addressed to members of the 
armed forces overseas, which arc 
in a broken or torn condition due 
to improper packing and insuffi­ 
cient wrapping. 
The containers of thes* broken 
parcels are usually of thin card­ 
board. generally a shoe box. In 
some cases containers which have 
been approved by the Post Office 
Department 
for domestic 
m ail­ 
ings within the United States are 
used for overseas mailings Boxes 
for overseas shipment should be 
stronger than containers used for 
1 parcels which do not leave the 
country. Owing to the great dis­ 
tance these parcels must be trans­ 
ported. and 
the 
handling 
and 
storage they must undergo, it i; 
absolutely necessary that all ar­ 
ticles for 
overseas 
be 
packed 
t ither in boxes of metal, wood, 
.-<did fiberboard, or strong double- 
faced corrugated fiberboard Each 
box should 
be 
securely 
sealed 
with strong gummed paper tape 
or tied \y ith 
strong 
twine, 
or 
both, and should contain suffi­ 
cient cushioning material 
to pre­ 
vent any rattling or loosening of 
the articles within the parcel. 
When a parcel originating from 
the Washington C H 
office, is 
broken open by reason of poor 
packing or wrapping, a letter is 
sent to Postmaster Passmore from 
New York reading:
